Three Classes. | 
Motorists, I find, are divided into three 


classes—experts, persons who do not care what 
happens to a car so long as it goes, and per-

It is virtually useless to say anything to the 
second class. Ii they choose to allow their 
engines to become noisy and inefficient it is 
their own affair.. Some day on a lonely road 
ten miles from a town they will learn the 
folly of neglect. To the third class I would 
say a word of encouragement. Don't worry 


too much about the noise that you thought 


you heard the day before yesterday. Don’t 
be continuously tinkering with valve and 


other adjustment, taking things to pieces and 
putting them up again in a vain search for 


the cause of the noise. Remember that there

are ‘‘defects’’ which cure themselves. 

There are, for example, a few' noises that 
may arise from some temporarily existing 
cause which will be removed by further use 


of the car. With aluminium pistons it is 


almost impossible to ensure that these will 
not cause a tapping noise while the engine is 
warming up. There is no need to worry 
about this unless the noise becomes excessive 


If the noise persists when the engine has 
in the valve gear, or it may be that a valve

CHARGE AGAINST TWO MEN. 


At the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Collins, K.C., two men named 
James Carr (25), who gave an address in Glas- 
gow, and Christopher Byrne (26), who stated 
that he lived in Malpas street, Liverpool, were 
charged with loitering opposite Harcourt 
street railway station on Saturday, for the 
npessi purpose of committing some unlaw- 
ful act, They were also charged with jostling 
passengers getting on tram cars, with the 
intention of picking their pockets.

War and Peace. 


The spirit which has led English mem- 
bers of Parliament to study our Irish 
problems on the spot is entirely to he 
commended. As, however, the good-will of 
Englishmen is especially valuable at this 
crisis in Irish affairs, so any contribution 


our national controversies is especially 
unfortunate. A recent visitor from the 
House of Commons is reported to have 


said that during the Great War 
Southern Ireland stabbed the Empire 
in the back. Unhappily, there is 


truth in the charge; but the speaker's 
apparent inference that Southern Irishmen 
did not help the Empire in the war is a 
gross libel on our country. We are not 
surprised that it has been resented deeply 
by the Legion of Ex-Service Men, 
which sent a deputation yesterday to the 
English members of Parliament in 
Dublin. The Legion makes no invidious 
comparisons. It is proud of Northern 
Ireland's valour in the war. Thousands 
of its members fought side by side with 
the Ulster Division at Messines. It 
knows perfectly well that every survivor 
of that Division would pay tribute to the 
splendid war service of his Southern 
fellow-countrymen. The facts are familiar 
to all Irishmen and, we think, to most 
Englishmen; but, since even one respon- 
sible Englishthan seems to be ignorant of 
them, it is well that they should be re- 
called. At least 300,000 Irishmen wore 
the King’s uniform in the Great War. 
Nearly a sixth part of this total made 
the last sacrifice, and more than 40,000 
names are inscribed in our National War 
Memorial’s books of honour. There are 
in the Free State to-day some 120,000 
members of the Legion of Ex-Service Men, 
all veterans of the war. Dublin has 
thirty thousand citizens who served in the 
war; Belfast has twenty-seven thousand 
and Cork has sixteen thousand. Ulster 
and Southern Ireland gave their best sons, 
without compulsion, to the cause of 
freedom; and any man who tries to 
depreciate either effort slanders our whole 


people. 

To-day all reasonable Irishmen are 
searching anxiously—almost desperately— 
for bases of national reunion. The peril 
is grave and imminent. The Boundary 
Commission, if it is allowed to come into 
being some few weeks hence, will bring 
not peace, but a sword. It will give the 
signal for civil conflict that may shake 
the political foundations, and must 
destroy the economic welfare, of both 
Irish States. Such calamity will be an

Free State Taxes. 


We endorse heartily the protest which 
was made against the new “ statistical” 
tax at a special meetimg of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday. The tax 
has been defended in two ways. In the 
first place, its apologists argue that tle 
Customs frontier has increased the work 
of those whose duty it is to compile official 
statistics, and that additional revenue is 
necessary to meet the heavy financial 
charges which this work entails. In the 
next place, they declare that the new tax 
is calculated to reduce the large volume of 
imported goods which are urdered by Free 
State citizens from English distributing 
firms through the post. The Council of 
the Chamber of Commerce refuses to admit 
the principle that a new tax must be 
invented to meet every new item of official 
expenditure. It insists—and we agree 
with its view—that the cost of compiling 
statistics ought to be borne out of ordi- 
nary revenue. Otherwise, a dangerous pre- 
cedent may be established. There is no 
limit to the number of vexatious taxes that 
could be invented by an ingenious bureau- 
cracy; <nd what the Post Office does 
to-day a dozen other departments may be 
doing to-morrow. Regarded as a protective 
duty, the new tax is equally undesirable. 
As the Council remarks, it applies without 
discrimination to every class of imported 
goods, and, of course, the consumer pays. 
li was ever thus, and the net result of 
the tax will be merely to add another 
point to the cost of living in the Free 
State,. already the most expensive country 
in Europe. We are in complete agreement 
with the proposal that the Government 
should review this irritating tax before the 
end of the financial year. i 

Instead of inventing new taxes the 
Govergment ought to take steps as soon 
as possible to abolish some of those which 
already exist. In his speech at Clones, 
on Sunday, the Minister for Finance ad- 
mitted the necessity for an early reduc- 
tion in the national burden of taxes ; but, 
unfortunately, there seems to be no sign 
o1 any genuine effort in this direction. We 
have inherited the marimum burden of the 
British taxation during and immediately 
after the war, and, while Britain is re 
ducing her taxes steadily with every 
successive Budget, our taxes are being in- 
creased. The process cannot continue. 
Heavy taxation increases costs of produc- 
tion, maintains prices at an exorbitant 
level and impedes economic progress at 


every point. In the Free State the 
limit has been reached. Not only 
can the country not bear any addi- 


tional burdens, but it is unable to bear 
those which are weighing it down at 
present. Taxation must be reduced. Mr. 
Blythe is quite right when he contends 
that the first essential is retrenchment. 
This country is spending far too much 
money, and there are many drains on the 
Government’s purse which might be 
stopped with advantage. Mr. Blythe's 
efforts to balance his Budget have drawn 
a hornet’s nestabout his ears; but, if the 
State is to be saved from insolvency, he 
must persevere. Unpopularity is one of 
the inevitable perquisites of a Finance 
Minister's post, and Mr. Blythe must be 
prepared to meet opposition from vested 
interests whenever he tries to enforce 
economies. In the long run, however, the | 
facts must be faced. As a nation the Free 
State is living beyond its income, and the 
truth of the Micawber formula is becom- 
ing very evident. Until taxes are reduced 
trade will be stifled, and while trade is in 
that condition revenue will fail to reach 
expectations. The vicious circle is with 
us again, and it can be brokén only by a 
financial policy which will reduce taxation 
and expenditure firmly and without favour.

Denmark’s Example. 


In ancient times Irish song and story 
were much concerned with ‘‘ Lochlann of 
the blue streams '’—a rich and regal land 
in which Ireland's heroes found their 
most daring rivals. Lochlann, now Den- 
mark, is Ireland’s rival to-day in earnest, 
and the Irish mind might resume its old 
interest in. that country with advantage. 
Systematic methods and steady persever- 
ance have won for the Danes the greater 
part of an agricultural market of which 
Ireland should enjoy a larger share. Den- 
mark's pre-eminence in agriculture tends 
to obscure the fact that she is excelling 
Also in the shipping industry. In pro- 
portion to her population, Denmark is 
surpassed only by Norway and Great 
Britain in the magnitude of her mercan- 
tile tonnage. The growth of the Danisn 
mercantile marine has taken place chiefly 
during the past fifty years. In 1870 
Denmark owned little over 10,000 tons; 
to-day she has over a million tons under 
her flag. The Danes have realised that a

: necessary adjunct to production, and the 
same determination which built up the 
dairying industry, built up the shipping 
trade to which Danish exporters owe their 
security. Denmark has led the world in 
the development of the motor ship.. She 
began to build large motor craft in 1912, 
and now has motor -vessels to the extent 
of over 160,000 tons. The motor ship con- 
sumes less fuel and has a higher speed 
than the steamship ; it runs more smoothly 
and—a matter of the highest importance 
in cargo vessels—it has a considerably 
larger carrying capacity. Leading the way 
in the construction of motor craft, the 
Danes, despite their meagre industrial 
resources, have become the chief con- 
structors of marine motor engines in the 
world. Thus have they brought their 
arduous little country to phases of com- 
mercial, and even industrial, leadership. 


Discoveries in Egypt. 


Astonishing discoveries are reported from 
Egypt. At Sakkara, near Cairo, the De- 
partment of Antiquities is excavating 
royal pyramids which date back to the 
earliest dynasties. At the foot of the 
pyramid of Zoser, a king of the shadowy 
Third Dynasty, certain tombs were un- 
earthed which embodied what are probably 
the most ancient buildings in the world— 
two chapels which were built from five to 
seven thousand years ago. At the most 
moderate computation these chapels were 
built two thousand years before the 
neolithic inhabitants of these islands 
reared our most ‘ancient monuments at 
Stonehenge and New Grange. The re- 
markable fact about these primitive 
structures is that the facades are decorated 
with fluted columns instead of the usual 
fiorid and fantastic Egyptian pillars. It 
will be necessary now to re-write the first 
chapter of the history of architecture. 
Some two thousand years later than the 
date at which these chapels were built 
beside the Nile the Greeks were to 
carve the exquisite columns of the 
Parthenon, setting a model of dignity and 
grace that would be copied down the ages. 
It now appears that the Doric column was 
no such brilliant innovation as our 
historians supposed. The fluted column 
which beautifies the porches of our Dublin 
houses may trace its ancestry back to the 
earliest times and may find a prototype 
in the most ancient relics of the archi- 
tectural art yet brought to light. Once 
again accepted notions of progress receive 
a shock. Where we had believed that the 
h.story of architecture began we find an 
art already mature—the evidence of un- 
guessed ages of study and experiment.

| LONDON LETTER. 


A CABINET COUNCIL. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Monpay NIGHT, 


A crowd of several hundred people 
assembled in Downing street this mornin; 
to watch the arrival of Ministers for the 
first Cabinet Council held since the hol- 
days began. Outside the door of No. 10 
there were over thirty photographers and 
a large gathering of pressmen, and tho 
pressure of the crowd became so great that 
additional police had to be drafted into 
the street to preserve a pathway for the 
Ministers. All the members of the 
Cabinet were present, with the exception 


home from South Africa; Lord Parmoor, 
and Mr. Henderson, who are at Geneva, 
and Lord Thomson, absent on a tour of 
inspection in Iraq. The crowd was a 
silent one, and only now and again was 
there a remark as a Minister passed by, 
but the Secretary for War was greeted 
with cries of ‘‘ Hullo, Steve!’ The 
deliberations of the Cabinet Council were 
much prolonged to-day; for after an 
adjournment for lunch it met again and 
continued sitting for some time. 

The length of the proceedings was due, 
no doubt, to the great amount of miscel- 


to the long interval since the last meet- 
ing. The Government, in fact, has begun 
now to realise what office means, and how 
dificult it is to arrive at decisions in view 
of all the circumstances bearing on any 
particular point. The responsibility of 
governing a great Empire is not easy, and 
members of the Cabinet individually are 
not afraid to admit it. It is known, of 
course, that the Cabinet discussed the Irish 
Bill this morning, and it is believed that, 
having given themselves an assurance 
that the Bill will go through with the 
support of the Liberals, Ministers decided 
to leave the matter entirely in the hands 
of the Colonial Secretary. Few members 
of the Government are inclined to look 
much beyond the passing of the Bill and 
the setting up of the Commission, and 
Mr. Thomas will have a free hand if he 
tries to bring about a settlement by con- 
promise or in any other way. 


The Boundary. 


A week to-morrow will witness the re 
assembling of Parliament to deal with a 
question which, with a real disposition, 
might have been settled long ago to the 
advantage of Ireland generally. In 
political cireles here there is still a hope 
that a meeting may even yet be arranged 
between the representatives of Southern 
and Northern Ireland. There is no dis- 
position to prejudge or to criticise, but 
there is a feeling that Ireland, having 
been given a free hand, ought to be able 
to settle her own difficulties in a reason- 
able manner. A _ settlement of the 
boundary dispute would have an immense 
and favourable effect on public opinion on 
this side. 


Uister’s Representative. 


It is rumoured that the Government las 
decided upon a representative for Northern 
Ireland on the Boundary Commission, and 
that it will, therefore, be in a position to 
set the Commission at work almost imme- 
diately after the passtng of the Amend- 
ing Bill through Parliament. Nothing 
has transpired as to the identity of the 
representative, and it seems rather likely 
that the news may be premature. At the 
same time the Government is most anxious 
to dispose of the Irish question and will 
try to hasten matters as far as possible in 
order to arrive at a settlement. 


The Rassian Treaty. 


It is probable that Mr. Asquith made 
his announcement concerning the Russian 
Treaty this morning so that the Prime 
Minister should not be in doubt as to his 
attitude. Mr. Asquith is explicit in his 
denunciation, and he associates himself 
completely with Mr. Lloyd George, Lord 
Grey, Sir John Simon and Sir Alfred 
Mond in condemning the Treaty. In the 
circumstances it will be difficult for the 
Government to get the Treaty ratified by 
Parliament unless it consents to drastic 
amendment: in the House of Commons. 
It is probable that the Government will 
adopt such a course, since it will not face 
defeat at present. 


Sir Basil Zaharoff. 


Sir Basil Zaharoff, for so many vears 


one of the great “mystery” men of 
Europe, and a life-long bachelor—for he 
has passed the allotted span, being 


seventy-four—was married in France to- 
day to the Duchess de la Villa Franca 
de la Cavalleros at his Chateau of Balin- 
court, near Paris. The stories told of the 
wealth and influence of Sir Basil are 
legion, and it is reported that his service 
of gold plate for table use is unequalled 
and that he is the owner of at least twenty 
million pounds sterling. He was a great 
financial supporter of Greece, but since 
the last revolution in that unhappy 
country he has virtually left Cireck 
politics alone. His visits to Tonon, 
generally secret, are always the cause of 
great speculation, if they become known. 
particularly in financial circles. Hoe 
rendered enormous services to the Allied 
cause during the war, and received the 
honour, most unusual for a foreigner, of 
being made a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Bath. 


The World Flight. 


Squadron-Leader Macl.aren, who mada 
such a gallant attempt to fly round the 
world, landed in Liverpool unnoticed, 
except by a few Press representatives, 
while his arrival in London was marked 
by a similar lack of demonstration. As 
the flight was not of an official character, 
the thanks of the Government or the Air 
Ministry were not expected ; but there is 
a widespread feeling that some apprecia- 
tion should be shown to a British pilot 
who completed a considerable portion of 
his programme and whose plucky attempt 
was only brought to an end by an un- 
fortunate mishap sustained while landing 
on a fog-bound coast. Plans for a welcome 
are expected to take definite shape within 
the next few days. 


Exit the Tramway. 


The suggestion is often made that the 
days of the tramway are over, and that 
the motor omnibus has elbowed the tram- 
car out of existence. It does seem possible 
that there is something in this; for in 
many of the suburban districts trams may 
be seen moving along almost empty, while 
laden motor omnibuses pass them quickly 
by. Yet until now the tramways hare 


held their own. Now the rails of the 
London United Tramways, Limite, 
running from Richmond Bridge to 


Twickenham, a distance of’a mile, are 
to be taken up, the result of severe and 
unregulated competition by the motor 
omnibuses. The company has lost money 
for some time on this stretch of line, and 
the time having come when the rails had 
to be renewed or removed, the decision 
was to remove.

TREASURE HUNT IN 
THE NORTH SEA.

From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The story of the rival expeditions of three 
nations,, How mancuvring far out in the 
North Sea where the old Dutch Lloyd liner 
Tubantia ‘lies in forty fathoms of water, 
with a big torpedo hole in her rusty side, 
and her hold full of golden treasures, is the 
most curious of the kind for many years. 

A French syndicate, which is reported to 
be backed by the French Government, is at- 
tempting to get divers into the wreck, while 
mysterious craft, which are reported to be 
flying the British flag, but who are said to 
be disguised Germans, are hovering con- 
stantly in the offing. Danish vessels are also 
on. the scene. ' 

Desperate contention for possession of tha 
treasure has already been twice threatened, 
and may develop yet when the precious metal 
begins coming to the surface. i 

The Tubantia’s fate was traic and 
fantastic at the same time. In 1916, when 
Germany was badly pressed for raw materials 
and with credit running low, it was decided 
to send two million gold marks in bullion to 
Buenos Ayres to bolster up the credit there. 
The Dutch Lloyd liner, Tubantia, took on the 
treasure ca at Rotterdam, and, for safety 
sake, the io ingots were hidden away inside 
the Dutch cheeses, which formed the bulk 
of the cargo. 

The gold shipment was naturally kept a 
strict secret, and was known only to the 
highest German officials. It was almost too 
secret, in fact, because a German submarine 
prowling off the Dutch coast observed the 
Tubantia acting suspiciously, and took a pot- 
shot at her and sank her in three minutes. 
One of the German agents aboard, disguised 
as a Danish merchant, was killed by the ex- 
plosion. The rest of the crew drifted around 
in small boats until picked up. 

Now it is reported that the French 
syndicate have cut their way into the hold 
and expect soon to bring up the golden 
cheeses, all stuffed with ingots.

George Balfour, leader of the visiting ag 
consisted of General Sir William Hickie, 
K.C.M.G., President of the Legion, who com- 
manded the 16th arse Division in France ; 
Major Dease, D.S.O.; Major H. E. Cheeseman, 
MC. ; Captain H. Harrison, M.C.; Mr. W. P. 
Walker, Chairman of the Legion; Mr. M. J. 
Hannon, secretary; and Mr. M. J. Nolan. 
The members of Parliament present were— 
Mr. Balfour, Mr. Reginald Clarry, Mr. J. F. 
Loverseed, and Mr. V. G. Crittall. 

Mr. Balfour, in opening the proceedings, 
said that his colleagues and himself were par- 
ticularly anxious in the midst of their rush 
to find time to hear whatever views the Irish 
ex-Service men had to put before them. The 
object of their.mission to Dublin was not to 
make speeches or to obtrude their opinions on 
people, but rather to hear and gather as much 
information as ible in a short time, to 
hear the expression of every kind of opinion, 
and particularly opinions which Sa be con- 
trary to those held by themselves. They were 
there to imbibe all the information that they 
could, so that when called upon to give a 
decision in the House of Commons they might 
be better able to give it, not only in the in- 
terests of Great Britain, but of the Irish Free 
State, with the view, if such were possible, of 
the pen of the troubles of Ireland as a 
whole. 


A CONTRADICTION, 


Captain Harrison, introducing the deputa- 
tion, said that the Legion of Irish ex-Service 
Men was linked up with the British Legion 
and the international oo of inter- 
Allied ex-Service men. The main object of 
their visit was to contradict in as FS a 
manner as possible a statement alleged to have 
been made by one of the English members of 
Parliament who visited Northern Ireland re- 
cently. That gentleman, Mr, H. Hogbin, a 
Liberal, was reported as saying :'—'' During 
the war what did the South do against: Ger- 
many? What did it do against the Empire? 
The South stabbed the Empire in the back, 
while you, men. of Ulster, stood by England | 
and fyrnished her with men, money and equip- 
ment.’ 

The Legion of Irish ex-Service Men desired 
to refute that statement. It went to the very 
root of the position of the Legion, which could 
not protect the interests of men whose very 
existence was denied. They felt that the 
widest possible contradiction should be. given 
to the statement and the facts made known. 
There were no figures available of the number 
of men who served in the late war, nor of 
the number enlisted from Northern or Southern 
Ireland, but Ireland had a listed death rol) of 
50,000, and in 1920 there were 200,000 -dis- 
charged and demobilised Irish soldiers: in Lre- 
land. It should be remembered that recrutt- 
ment in Ireland was not compulsory, and yet 
the country supplied very close on. 300,00 
“men for"the war. In the Frée State today 
there are 120,000 men organised in the Legion, 
and between 35,000 and 40,000 unattached. 

The question raised was important from a 
political point of view, because the ex-Service 
men of the war had not been fully absorbed 
into the Free State, into the Army, or into 
the administration. They might to a certain 
extent be described as step-children in the 
present political organisation. They possessed 
no arms, and should any partisan ‘warfare 
come, from the North or elsewhere, the i- 
tion of the ex-Service men—victims of both 
sides—would be an unenviable one. They felt 
that they were entitled to look to the British 
Army in the North to see that there were 
started no violent attacks which might da. 
sibly generate into partisan warfare. hat 
was the political significance of their 
GENERAL. HICKIE’S.. STATEMENT. 

General Hickie handed to the visitors a 
prepared statement, setting out the Legion's 
reply to Mr. Hogbins alleged reflection on 
the soldiers from the South.

STATISTICAL TAX. | 


STRONG DISAPPROVAL. 


SERIOUS ASPECT OF POST 
PACKET FEE.

A special meeting of the Council of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
issued the following statement of its views on 

ony or statistical tax, 
and the fee for the delivery of postal 
packets :— 


The new Customs entry duty, or statistical 

tax, was imposed i 

(1) to meet the cost of compiling statistics; 
and 

(2) *‘ for the purpose of reducing the great 

import trade that goes on in very small 
consignments.” 

With regard to the first object, we consider 
that the cost of compiling statistics 
national purposes shoul borne out of 
ordinary, revenue, and not by a special form 
of taxation. In this connection we are of 
opinion that the import list at present in use 
should be revised at an early date, and we 
ask the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
to confer with the traders concerned with a 
view to its simplification. 

The other object is protective, and it was 
with full knowledge of its intention and 
effects that the tax was approved and 
authorised by the Dail. It is designed to 
divert trade from the channels which have 
been found by experience to be the most ‘con- 
venient and economical. From this point of 
view it is strongly disapproved of by the busi- 
ness community. As it applies without dis- 
crimination to every description of goods, it 
will amount in many cases to a heavy tax— 
for instance, on goods which are only requited 
in small quantities and on those for which 
there is no alternative source of supply. It 
must also be borne in mind that, even if the 
tax is successful in affording a measure of 

rotection to the distributing trades, it is 

ighly probable that this will be at the ex- 
pense of the ordinary consumer. Whether it 
will. be successful in accomplishing what js 
claimed for it will not be seen for some 
months. We would, therefore, ask the Govern- 
ment to consider the tax as an experimental 
one, to be reviewed before the end of the 
present financial year. 

With regard to the charge of a fee of 6d. 
for the delivery of post parcels, in the absence 
of any figures or details as to— 


(a) the loss on delivery under the old 
system ; 

(b) the estimated revenue from the hew 
charge ; and 

(c) estimated loss by the reduction in parcel 
post rates, 


its necessity from a financial point of view 
cannot be discussed. ' 

There is, however, a very serious aspect to 
the question. In the official statement it is 
claimed that the charge “will do much to 
discourage the growing practice of purchasing 
by parcels post from England.” We are not 
now discussing the advisability or otherwise 
of this, although there is probably good 
reason for the growth of the practice; what 
we do protest against is the action of the 
Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs, which 
should be a purely administrative department, 
in initiating a policy not authorised by the 
Dail, and, if the Oireachtas allow to pass un- 
challenged this encroachment on its functions, 
a dangerous precedent might conceivably be 
formed, 
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DUBLIN FISH MARKET 
DISPUTE.

EFFECT ON CITY’S SUPPLIES. 

No business was transacted in the Dublin 
fish market yesterday. This was primarily 
due to the dispute <etween the Irish Trans- 

ort Union and the Workers’ Union of Ire 
and, and, following this, to the action of 
the fish salesmen in paying off their porters 
and carters. Under normal conditions, fish 
ga “os on Monday are usually small. To 
a large extent traders rely upon steam 
trawlers to cater for their wants, but, with 
a fleet of ten trawlers lying idle at the South 
Wall, they are how obliged to look for sup- 
plies in Great Britain. Cross-Channel fishing 
centres will, acordingly, benefit by the quarrel 
between two"trade umions. 

Imported fish was handled in Dublin yester- 

day without question, and retailers state that 
as long as this supply continues there will 
be no shertage. There were, however, no 
fish from Dingle, Galway, or other Irish 
ports that ene eater for Dublin through 
the Oorporation market. In view of the storm 
and the week-end reports of the dispute, 
fishermen in those areas probably would not 
take the risk of sending fish to Dublin, with 
the result that there was nothing but im- 
ported fish in the shops. 
_ The crews of the trawlers which are lying 
in the port have been paid off; and there 
seems little prospect of an early settlement 
of the dispute. 

Meantime it is understood that the whole 
question of recent strikes in Dublin is en- 
aging the attention of the Irish Labour 
arty and Trades "Jnion Congress, who are 
expected to make a statement on the subject.

ALLEGED NOTE BY

REMARKABLE SCHEMES 
OUTLINED. 


CAIRO, Monday. 

The Press is giving prominence to a docu- 
ment which is said to have been found in 
the possession of one of the men arrested in 
connection with the attempt on the life of 
Zaghlul Pasha on July 12. —It consists of a 
Note alleged to have been presented to the 
Foreign Office by the ex-Khedive, and dated 
January 26, 1921. It purports to outline’ Abbas 
Hilmi’s political conceptions, 

Aceording to. this document, he foresees 
that Egypt is the only Arab country likely to 
attain a high state of civilisation, and thinks 
that it should be used as an intermediary for 
British interests in order to create by a 
system of successive alliances a grouping of 
the Arab peoples, which would later become 
a sort of confederation under the real but 
hidden #gis of Britain. 

Other schemes mentioned in the document 
are that a member of the family of Ibn Aidh 
should become Sovereign of Assir, and that 
King Hussein, who, the document alleges. is 
detested by his people, should be eliminated. 

A prominent Egyptian journal describes the 
document as the ex-Khedive’s opinions on the 
peoples of the Orient and how to subject them 
to foreign imperialism. 

{Note—The Principate of Assir is held by 
the Idrisi family, which, however, has no 
effective jurisdiction over the mountainous 
portion, which is ruled mainly by the Aidh 
Dynasty. Assir is situated to the south of 
the Hejaz, between it and Yemen.]

THE “SYSTEM.” 


PIECEMEAL REFORMS.

The Times in a leading article observes :— 
As a result of experience, the Government 
has found that the problem of unemployment 
is not so tractable as it seemed from the 
| gá emg benches, while the critics of the 
Labour Government are everv day gaining 
fresh assurance that any fears thev may have 
entertained that the new Government would 
be a revolutionary agent, are without founda- 
his change in the members of the 
Government, the inevitable reaction of able 
minds to administrative responsibility, is most 
clearly shown in their speeches. It is not 
that the speeches have a new content, but 
that the emphasis is differently distributed. 
The Prime Minister takes the opportunity of 
a new edition of his book to remind his im- 
patient followers that Socialism can be 
achieved only gradually, and that it calls for 
more, not less, sacrifice and devotion to the 
common weal from Labour than the present 
system. Mr, Wheatley reminds the building 
operatives that ‘‘ Acts of Parliament cannot 
build houses.” and calls on them t> sacrifice 
individual gains and preferences for the sake 
of the housing scheme. The Minister 
of Labour, addressing a Labour audience, 
refers to the dangers of foreign com- 
petition in terms that would satisfy the 
extreme protectionist, while the Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, with the same 
danger in mind, outlines a “plain pro- 
gramme,’’ which might have been drawn up 
by the Federation of British Industries. 

It is practical considerations of this order 
that are emphasised now that the insistent de- 
mand for the immediate realisation of a new 
social order has sunk into the background. Yet 
the speakers would urge that they have not 
changed their ground. If they emphasise 
immediate difficulties they have not relin- 
quished ultimate aims. Therefore, in every 
speech by a sort of common form consistency 
is preserved and salvation found in the 
blessed word ‘‘system.’” Mr, ‘Graham does 
not believe that they can find a complete 
remedy for unemployment within the limits 
of the existing industrial system. The point 
that Mr. Wheatley wished to make was that 
what they were up against to-day was * not 
the failure of men but the failure of a system 
of society.”’ 

The truth proceeds The Times, that 
unemployment is the inevitable result of a 
productive system in which. producer and 
consumer are separated by thousands of miles 
in space and by months in time, in which the 
influence of weather, technical change, politi- 
cal revolutions, and a hundred other influences 
make themselves felt, not only at the first 
point of impact, but in widening circles 
throughout the world of commerce, in which 
production as a whole is carried on in 
anticipation of demand, and, therefore, 
on an estimate of demand which no 
human foresight can always make cor- 
rectly. The problem of unemployment can be 
attacked in detail by particular measures 
for reguiarising work, for organising reserves 
where regularisation is impossible, and for 
regularising income by the method of imsur-. 
ance at a mintmum expense in money and 
demoralisation where continuity of work 
cannot be assured. Let the Labour Govern- 
ment drop this talk about “the system,” 
give up the suggestion that there is any 
one “cure ” fo¢ unemployment, and proceed 
by piecemeal, reforms on a scientific analysis 
of the problem. Then it will have the 
support of the other parties, and will utilise 
to the best advantage the creat fund of know- 
ledge and experience that recent study and 
the administration of the unemployment in- 
surance scheme have accumulated.

LITTLE OFFICIAL INFORMATION, 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—The Prime Minister, troubled by a 
cold, but otherwise in good heaith, presided 
over a meeting of the Cabinet yesterday, the 
‘first. meeting which had been held since the 
adjournment of Parliament.

THE TREATY TERMS. 


FORMER LIBERAL MINISTER'S 
SPEECH. 


The boundary question was discussed last 
night in Manchester by the Right Hon. (. F. 
(;. Masterman, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster in the Liberal Cabinet, 1914-15. 

Two new and vital questions, he said, had 
arisen in the past few weeks, and had turned 
the public attention from the definite social 
reform programme of Liberalism and the re- 
lationships of the three parties. 

One of the immediate questions which they 
had to face in the House of Commons next 
week was that of Ireland. The other was that 


of Russia. 

As to Ireland, Liberalism’s sition was 
perfectly simple, and could not be contested. 
Liberals were not in the least concerned with 
any controversy between Northern and 
Southern Ireland. 

‘We, as Liberals.’’ he said, “had nothing 
to do with the making of the Treaty between 


England and Ireland. That was done by # 


Parliament overwhelmingly Conserva¢ive. If 
that Treaty has betrayed Ulster, then it is 
the Conservatives that have betrayed her. We 
have nothing to do with what those who 
signed the Treaty considered it meant, nor 
with the question as to whether they dis. 
agree on what it meant, either with Lord 
Birkenhead, on the one hand, or with the 
Irish representatives, on the other; nor even 
with Mr. Lloyd George himself. We take 
our stand on the definite and precise words of 
the Treaty.” 

After stating the terms of Article 12, Mr. 
Masterman said: ‘‘ We propose to vote that the 
Boundary Commission shall be established as 
the Treaty designed. We propose to accept 
the decisions of this Judicial Committee. We 
are entirely unconcerned with what limits 
that Commission may decide as being ‘in 
accordance with the wishes of the inhabi- 
tants." We should’ greatly refer that 
Northern and Southern Ireland should come 
to some agreement in the matter. That is 
entirely outside our own influence. 

“ All that we have to decide is that we 
shall implement the Treaty, which has been 
solemnly signed in the name of the nation 
by its leaders, accepted by the Dominions 
and by America with acclamation as settling 
the Irish question, and the violation of which 
would leave us open to the same charge as 
was brought against Germany in 1914—that 
of treating a treaty as a scrap of paper. 

‘‘ If we, on our part, refuse to carry out 
the terms of the Irish Treaty, Ireland, on 
her part, will be justified in the face of the 
world in refusing to varry out her promise. 

“You may, in consequence, be faced with 
a Republic in Ireland, appealing to the 
civilised world for protection against Eng- 
land, not on the ground that a Republic is 
desirable, but because land had broken 
the pledged condition under which Ireland 
agreed to remain within the Empire.’

SUMMARY OF PROTOCOL, 


PROVISIONS AGALNSE | 
AGGRESSION.

A summary issued yesterday at Geneva 
sets forth the principal points and pro- 
| vision, of the Articles of Arbitration and 
Disarmament Protocol approved by the 
League of Nations. “These, it is pointed 
out, are subject to further modification. 


The articles include provisions against |. 


> Xourre to war by members of the League, 
except in resistance to acts of aggression. 
There is a definition of aggressors, and 


means are specified for enforcing the 


sanctions of the League. 


GENEVA, Monday. 

In view of the fact that a number of Articles 
of the Arbitration and Disarmament Protocol 
have already been published, and that the 
document which has just been issued may be 
still further modi in. the course of the 
discussions of the Plenary Committee, it will 
suffice for the present to give a summary of 
the principal Articles. 

After the usual preamble, Article 1 pro- 
vides for the introduction of an amendment to 
Article 12 of the Covenant as follows:— 
‘* Members of the League of Nations agree in 
no case to have: recourse to war against 
another member of the League, excepting in 
the case of resistance to acts of ression or 
when acting with the consent of the Council 
on the Assembly of the League.”’ 

Article 2 deals with a number of amend- 
ments which the signatories undertake to 
favour in Article 15 of the Covenant, These 
amendments amplify and render more precise 
the provisions of that Article for the pacific 
settlement of disputes. 

Article 4 prescribes the course to be fol- 
lowed in the case of one of the parties to the 
conflict contending that the conflict bears on 
questions coming within the domain of inter- 
national law. The arbitrators then will have 
to consult the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice, and, should the latter pro- 
nounce in favour of that contention, then the 
arbitrators will act accordingly. 

AGGRESSORS. 

Article 5 deals with the definition of an 
aggressor. -An aggressor is stated to be one 
having recourse to war in violation of Article 
1, or who refuses to submit the dispute ta 
pacific settiement, or to conform to a judicial 
sentence or arbitral award or unanimous de- 
cision of the Council. Further, the violation 
of a demilitarised zone is considered to be an 
act of war. As soon as this has been estab- 
lished by the Council, the latter shall invite 
the members of the League to apply the 
sanctions foreshadowed in the present 
Protocol. 

Article 6 establishes that the existence of 
demilitarised zones is recommended as a 
means of avoiding violations of the present 
protecol, The supervision by the Council of 
the League of such zones shall be provided at 
the réquest and expense of one or all of the 
conterminvous States. áis 

Article 7 declares that as soon as a de- 
claration of aggression has been made, the 
obligations of the contracting Powers in re- 
gard to sanctions of all kinds provided for 
by Article 16 of the Covenant shall imme- 
diately become operative. They shall be in- 
terpreted as obliging each of the members of 
the League to co-operate loyally and effec- 
tively in support of the Covenant, and in re- 
sistance to any act of aggression. The 
article further provides for assistance to the 
State attacked, and, if both parties to the 
dispute are declared to be aggressors, then 
economic sanctions shall be applied to hoth. 
Provision is also made for the drawing up of 
plans by the economic and financial organisa- 
tions of the League regarding the applica- 
tion of such economic and financial sanctions, 
which plans shall be communicated to the 
members of the League and the other signa- 


tortes. 
ARMAMENTS. 

Article 8 prescribes the convening of an 
International Conference on the reduction of 
armaments, as already announced, and de- 
clares that the ratifications of the sent 
protocol must be deposited with the 
Secretariat of the League not later than May 
Ist, 1925. Unless a majority of the mem- 
bers of the League permanently represented 
on the Council, and ten other members of 
the League, have deposited their ratifi- 
cations by May Ist, 1925, the Secre- 
tary-General of the League shall 
cancel the invitations to the Conference. 
The entry into force of the present protocol 
shall be suspended until a scheme for the 
reduction of armaments has been adopted by 
the conference. The Council is to draw up 
a general programme for the reduction of 
armaments, to be laid before the conference, 
and communicated to the Governments two 
months before the conference meets, or earlier 
if possible. 

f. within the time limit, which shall be 
fixed by the conference, the scheme for the 
reduction of armaments shall not have been 
carried out, the present protocol shall lapse, 
while any member of the League who has not, 
within the time limit fixed by the conference, 
conformed with the disarmament scheme 
adopted, shall not be admitted to the benefit 
of the provisions of the present protocol. All 
differences with regard to the interpretation 
of the present protocol shall be submitted to 
the permanent Court of International Justice.

SIR DONALD MacLEAN’S

It must 
be remembered that no fewer,than three 
times the Prime Minister intervened in the 
debate on the sise of the Treaty to 
say that the Treaty as framed was 
pot the last word on the subject. 
Mr. Macdonald's final sentence was: “ The 
House is absolutely free, irrespective of what 
is done to-day, to use its judgment and dis- 
erétion regarding this Treaty.” 

It should be borne in mmnd, Sir Donald 
continued, that the Treaty could not be dealt 
with in Committee and revised clause by 
clause and line by line. The effect of an ad- 
verse vote on a motion, or motions, such as 
he had indicated would be that negotiations 
would be resumed with the Bolsheviks for 
terms in consonance with that opinion of the 
House which the Prime Minister had in such 
emvhatic terms invited. . 

There should be no undue delay in bringing 
this question to an issue. Opinion in Russia 
was wholly misinformed as to the views held 
in Great Britain, and, as Lord Grey had 
already said, more bad blood would be 
worked up by further postponement. 
the Government would be able to carry on 
after such a vote, he could not say. He hbe- 
lieved that they would try to do so. The 
duty of the Liberal Party, election or no elec- 
tion, was to bring about the revision of the 
Treaty in accordance with sound , good 
business, and justice to the British taxpayer.

PREPARATIONS FOR A GREAT 
STRUGGLE. 
PEKIN, Monday. 
While unimportant fighting is in progress 


between the advanced forces. beyond Shan- 
haikwan, other reports from the North indi- 


cate an extensive field of preparations on 


both sides for the coming trial of strength 
between the opposing War Lords. The Man- 
churian forces appear to be grouping their 
main strength near Chaoyang, with two 
flanking columns on their right consisting of 
four thousand cavalry and two mixed bri- 
gades. On the Government side the first 
Army ‘s concentrating at Shanhaikwan, the 
second is proceeding in the direction of Ping- 
ehuan and the third towards Chengterfu, The 
Navy 1s preparing. to co-operate. ~~ ” 
Meanwhile, the Government resources have 
been increased by the offer of Yen Hsi-shan, 
the Governor of Shansi, to maintain two 
mixed brigades in the field for service against 
a Tso-lin, and to provide a million 
roands of ammunition. Since 1911 Shansi has 
quietly looked on while wars raged around. 
Yeu Hsi-shar’s . wise and benevolent 
administration and his ‘abstention from 
politics have earned him the title of a model 
Governor, and prevented a change in the 
Governorship during successive Administra- 
tions in Pekin. His voluntary support of the 
Government in the present struggle will 
powerfully affect public opinion.—(Press 
Association’s Special Correspondent.) 


CONFIDENCE IN GOVERNMENT, 
i PERIN, Monday. 

It is now,clear that the Government is re- 
inforcing the Shanhaikwan-Jehal front to the 
utmost capacity of the single line of railway 
and the limited number of roads.
